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Late News 


British Schools for W. Germany 


BRITISH schools are to be built in West 
Germany. This was decided on July 29 
at a meeting of the Board of Chief Archi- 
tects of the CLASP consortium of local 
authorities and Government Depart- 
ments, held in the United Kingdom 
Primary School exhibited at this year’s 
Milan Triennale. 

The Board endorsed arrangements 
already negotiated between representa- 
tives of W. Germany and the UK. These 
provide for the formation of a company 
in W. Germany, who will take over from 
the CLASP consortium all the working 
drawings and information sheets on the 
system. The CLASP consortium wili 
also advise the W. German company of) 
the use of the system, and reciprocal 
arrangements have been made for the 
exchange of information about all future 
developments. 

In return for making available ‘ know- 
how’ on the use of the system, the con- 
sortium will be paid a percentage of the 
gross income of the W. German company 
through the British Ministry of Educa- 
tion, who are to ratify the agreement with 
the W. German Government. The agree- 
ment will be for an initial period of 15 
years. 

The W. German company will work 
in close association with the British firm 
of John Brockhouse and Co., Ltd., the 
manufacturers of the basis steel frame. 

The CLASP consortium is based on a 
system of construction pioneered by the 
Nottinghamshire local education autho- 
rity, originally for use in building schools 
in areas subject to mining subsidence. 
It is now being used for a wide range of 
buildings on normal and subsidence sites. 

The CLASP system was chosen for the 
UK primary school exhibited at this year’s 
Milan Triennale as an outstanding 
example of the new systems of construc- 
tion developed in Britain under the post- 
war school building programmes. 


Welsh New Town Proposal 

A CONFERENCE attended by representatives 
of Birmingham Corporation Overspill 
Committee, the Mid-Wales Industrial 
Development Association and Mr. 
Clement Davies, MP, has sent a proposal 
to the Minister of Housing & Local 
Government for a New Town to be situ- 
ated near Caersws, Montgomeryshire. 


Eisteddfod Architecture Award 


THE FIRST AWARD of a new gold medal 
for architecture, given by the late Dr. 
T. Alwyn Lloyd, for a building erected in 
Wales during the last seven years, was 
made on August 1 at the end of the 
inaugural ceremony of this year’s 
National Eisteddfod at Cardiff. The win- 
ner was Mr. George Grenfell Baines, OBE, 
FRIBA, senior partner in the firm of 
Grenfell Baines and Hargreaves, of 
Preston. The award was for the Heinz 
offices and warehouse at Cardiff.

Architecture in the USSR 


UNTIL quite recently Russia, so far as architecture is 
concerned, was one of the most reactionary countries 
in the world. Progressive design was regarded as a 
product of the hated capitalistic societies—something to 
be denounced and vilified in the most offensive terms. 
Now the wind of change is apparently blowing through 
the Soviet Union. The Society for Cultural Relations 
with the USSR has just issued Soviet Architecture 
Information Bulletin No. 1* consisting of a selection of 
articles printed in the Soviet Press in preparation for 
the All-Union Conference of Soviet Town Planners which 
was held in June this year. The articles are all by leading 
architects, town planners and other functionaries and 
suggest a resolute determination to improve (or stan- 
dardise) physical planning and architectural design in the 
Soviet Union. 

‘If,’ writes MR. A. VLASLOV, Vice-President, USSR 
Academy of Building and Architecture, ‘we examine the 
problem of style in direct relation to the influence of 
building technique, we easily realise that industrialisation 
of the building industry will create the material and tech- 
nical foundations for the emergence of new architectural 
qualities. Reduction of the weight of buildings through 
employing progressive designs and materials, increasing 
the scale of mechanisation, the change-over to complete

architecture.’ The same paper is by no means impressed 
with progress in town planning. ‘ New industrial enter- 
prises and dwelling houses are being built in some cities 
without due regard for public health requirements. .. . 
In a number of cases cultural, social and public buildings 
are not included in the district plan.’ 

Much of the general theorising about architecture and 
town planning in these extracts is quite unexceptionable; 
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it is the sort of thing that was being said in the Western 
world more than half-a-century ago. What success 
Russian architects will have in putting it all into practice 
only time can show. The sharp eye of authority watching 
one’s every movement must put a considerable curb on 
inspiration. The lot of the arciut: ~ ‘n Russia, one would 
think, like that of the Gilbertian po.iceman, is ‘not a 
happy one,’ invariably at least. 


Schoo/s Under Fire 


THE WIDELY HELD BELIEF that current British school 
design is about the best in the world is not shared by 
SIR FRANK MARKHAM, Conservative MP for Buckingham, 
who, in a debate before the adjournment (reported last 
week), mentioned a number of schools which he con- 
sidered not only ugly but inefficient, chiefly owing to 
bad siting and excessive glazing. These troubles he 
attributed mainly to what he called the Ministry of Educa- 
tion’s ‘ iniquitous bulletin No. 33, “ The Story of Post-War 
School Building,” ’ which he suggested should be entitled 
‘Instructions to School Architects.’ In particular he 
inveighed against ‘the starkest simplicity in design’ 
‘ modern schools with apparently the flattest possible roofs 
and walls of glass with, here and there, a touch of funny 
colours.’ 

Differences of opinion about what constitutes good 
design are inevitable, especially among laymen, but there 
is no inherent reason why simplicity of form, glass walls 


and flat roofs, even with touches of ‘funny colours,’ 
should produce ugliness. The Ministry, as MR. KENNETH 
THOMPSON pointed out in his reply, exercises no control 
over esthetic design though it has, of course, to lay down 
certain standards in the terms of functional requirements 
and costs. What matters is whether there is any justifi- 
cation for Sir Frank’s criticisms about ‘ excessive glazing 
on the south sides of classrooms which turns them into 
incubators or greenhouses.’ This is something that could 
be checked by a practical investigation, and, if there were 
ground for the complaint, it should be taken account of 
in the Ministry’s literature. 

The allegation (also reported) about leaking flat roofs 
made by a north country alderman in connection with 
some of the North Riding Education Committee’s schools 
is again a question of facts for investigation. Properly 
constructed of suitable materials, flat roofs should give 
lasting and efficient service.

THE ANNOUNCEMENT of the appointment 


of Mr. Oliver J. Cox, ARIBA (briefly 
reported in our last issue), to take charge 
of the new Development Group which is 
now in process of formation at the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, could scarcely have come at a more 
opportune time. In recent months the 
criticism of the design of private houses 
has been given a new edge by the soaring 
price of building land, which has resulted 
in builders seeking to hold selling prices 
by reducing standards, and in the public 
sector there have been many protests at

the effect of high interest rates on coun- 
cil house building. 

The object of the Development Group 
will be to study design problems and 
structural techniques and demonstrate 
the results of these studies by actual 
building projects as well as by the issue 
of publications. By this means it is 
hoped to influence the design and cost of 
housing, in both the private and public 
sectors. Clearly, Mr. Cox and the other 
members of the Group have a formidable 
task in front of them simultaneously to 
raise standards and effect economies in 
construction, but they should be 
encouraged by the spectacular results 
achieved in the sphere of school building 
with reference to both these problems 
once the architectural problem was 
tackled in a scientific manner. 


Civic Design at Edinburgh 

THE DEPARTMENT OF ARCHITECTURE in the 
University of Edinburgh are to initiate a 
diploma course in Civic Design in October 
of this year. It is proposed that the 
course, of which further details appear 
in this issue, should concentrate on the 
problems of urban renewal with emphasis 
on the techniques of comprehensive de- 
velopment. The idea has far-reaching 
possibilities, especially in the light of 
present-day needs and the recent dis- 
cussions at Manchester. Professor Robert 
H. Matthew informs us that there are 
still a number of vacancies and that his 


Department would like to attract first- 
class entrants who have the requisite 
qualifications and who have not yet 
decided on the trend of their future 
activities. 

LCC Commemorative Tablets 

THE BLUE ROUNDEL of the commemorative 
tablets which the London County Coun- 
cil affixes (sometimes, as in the case of 
Sir Alfred Munnings, with remarkable 
celerity) to the houses of former illus- 
trious London residents is a welcome and 
familiar sight in the Metropolis. It is 
now more than 80 years since the Royal 
Society of Arts began the task, and nearly 
60 since the LCC, having obtained 
authority to contribute towards the pre- 
servation of places and buildings of 
architectural or historical interest, took 
over the work by agreement with the 
Society in 1901. 

To mark this diamond jubilee, the 
Council has arranged an exhibition in the 
north (Chicheley-street) block of County 
Hall and has also issued an attractively- 
produced booklet. The __ exhibition 
features, among others, sections such as 
Chatham House; London Homes of 
Actors and Actresses; the Artists of Mel- 
bury-road; and one on making the 
tablets. The list (on sale at the exhibi- 
tion, price ls. 6d.) is the first issued since 
1952; included is an index broken down 
by vocation. Literature easily wins, with 
the visual arts and administration and 
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litics next in that order. Architecture 
ind building rate seven names: John 
Adam, James Adam, Charles Barry, 
George Basevi, J. F. Bentley, Thomas 
Cubitt and Sir George Gilbert Scott. It 
is interesting to note that, to ensure a 
dispassionate assessment, suggestions are 
not usually considered within 20 years 
f a person's death. This, no doubt, 
would be the official reason for the 
mission of the name of Sir Edward 
Lutyens—but what an omission! 


Northern Ireland Housing Trust 


'HE FIFTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT of the 
Northern Ireland Housing Trust, 1959 
1960, provides a wealth of information on 
the activities of this admirable organisa- 
tion. A further 927 dwellings were com- 
pleted during the year, and on March 31 
the total number built was 21,567 with 
3,038 under contract. In addition land 
was in the possession of the Trust for a 
further 4,250 dwellings. The selection of 
new sites is now something of a problem 
owing to the expansion of the built-up 
area around Belfast, and the Government 
has recently invited Professor Robert H. 
Matthew, CBE, FRIBA, to advise on the 
future planning of the area. In addition 
to a large coloured map of the area the 
report contains numerous air views of 
estates together with photographs of 
various types of dwellings and related 
development. The architectural quality 
of the work is excellent.

Oxford Conference Report 


A REPORT on the residential conference of 
architects, quantity surveyors and 
builders held at St. Edmund Hall, 


The new town centre under construction at Bognor Regis is planned on a four- 
acre site bounded by High-street to the south and Crescent-road to the north. It 
consists of flats, a shopping centre, a supermarket, offices and a department store 
contained in seven separate blocks. There are also a petrol service station and 
garages. The new thoroughfare, Queensway, bisects the site from north to south. 
The developers, Fitzleet Estates Ltd., are a joint enterprise of the Bernard Sunley 
Investment Trust and the E. Alec Colman Group. The architects and surveyors 
are Donald Harwin and Partners; the consulting engineers, Reinforced Concrete 
Steel Co. Ltd.; and the general contractors, Bernard Sunley and Sons. The 
overall cost is in excess of £4m. and the project is scheduled for completion in 
June 1961 


Oxford, from April 8 to 10 (‘ The Builder’ 
of April 15) under the auspices of the 
Southern Counties Joint Consultative 
Committee of Architects, Quantity Sur- 
veyors and Builders, has now been pre- 
pared. In an introductory note the 
organising committee expresses the hope 
that the thought-provoking addresses 
given at the conference by four acknow- 
ledged experts should be widely circu- 
lated and studied. To this end a twenty- 
page booklet has been prepared which 
sets out the main arguments from the 
papers by Sir Edward Muir, KCB, who 
spoke about clients’ requirements and 
behaviour; Mr. E. D. Jefferiss Mathews, 
OBE, FRIBA, on organisation within the 
industry; Mr. T. V. Prosser, FIOB, on 
contract management and organisation; 
and Mr. Eric Bird's address on education. 
The more significant points from subse- 
quent discussions are also included. We 
earnestly hope that this report will be 
studied by members of the architectural, 
surveying and building professions, not 
only in the southern counties, but 
throughout the country. The conference 
itself, the second to be held at St. Edmund 
Hall, was an undoubted success and it is 
hoped that future meetings will have 
equally auspicious results. 


‘The Architect and the Gas Engineer’ 


THE ADDRESS ON THIS SUBJECT which Mr. 
R. Baden Hellard, Dip Arch, ARIBA, 
FIArb, gave at the recent 97th annual 
general meeting of the Institution of Gas 
Engineers at Edinburgh, has been pub- 
lished in booklet form. It is in two parts, 
the first consisting of an interesting sur- 
vey of the architect’s functions, his 
methods of working, the organisation for 


building, and problems in dealing with 
technical information. Pointing out that 
gas and electricity can have their own 
particular advantages in certain cases, 
Mr. Hellard said that the choice would 
be based upon, and only upon, the merits 
of the particular appliance or service. 
The second part of the paper consists of 
four appendices on (1) ‘A’ Series of Inter- 
national Paper Sizes, (2) The Context of 
Technical Information, (3) Comparative 
Schemes for Domestic Heating Services, 
and (4) Comparison of Alternative Heat- 
ing Methods and their ‘Costs in Use.’

THE NEW COURT HOUSE, for the Petty Sessional Division of 
Moreton and Wallingford, contains a Magistrates’ Court and 
a Juvenile Court. The latter, quite informal in character, 
is situated immediately behind the Bench of the main Court, 
so that it may also serve as the Magistrates’ Retiring Room. 


The ancillary rooms are planned surrounding the Courts 
to provide easy access and include on the one side accom- 
modation for the Clerk to the Justices, Advocates, Witnesses, 
the Probation Officer and the Waiting Public. An Escort 
Room is provided on the other side covering the entrance to 
the Cell Block, which contains three cells (for two males and 
one female) planned and constructed to Home Office specifi- 
cation. A separate room is also provided for use as a County 
Dental Clinic. 


The building is of brick construction with a low pitched 
high level copper roof over the central Courts and a flat 
asphalt roof at a lower level over the surrounding ancillary 
accommodation. This allows the Courts to be daylighted 
and ventilated by high level remotely controlled clerestorey 
windows between the two roof levels. The Court rooms, 
together with the surrounding corridors and public waiting 
spaces, are acoustically treated with absorbent walls or ceil- 
ings, and are paved with cork or rubber to control reverbera- 
tion generally, and reduce the interference in Court from air- 
borne and impact noises in the adjoining spaces. Heating 
is by means of thermostatically controlled electric convectors, 
and hot water is provided by electric storage heaters. 


Possession of the site was given to the general contractors, 
J. Smallbone & Son, Ltd. of Streatley-on-Thames, in October, 
1958. The contract sum was £19,400 which included, apart 
from the new buildings, the demolition of the old hutted 
court room and all external works surrounding them.

More Everyday Things 


BY ARTHUR W. KENYON, CBE, FRIBA 


1.—Trade Literature 


| HAVE BEEN much impressed over the last 
year or so by the vastly improved quality 
of design in the trade literature which 
daily comes into our office letter box. I 
could never understand in the past why 
young architects announcing their prac- 
tices made such a point of asking to be 
included in the mailing lists of the 
senders-out of these publications. I 
always assumed that they either had 
empty bookshelves to fill or felt the need 
to swell their morning mail. It did, how- 
ever, seem to indicate a commendable 
and lively interest in the trend of the 
market in building materials, for in those 
days the publications were dull in the 
extreme, badly printed and of indifferent 
design. 

Whether the information presented to 
us nowadays is equally dull or not in con- 
tent, it certainly comes to us in a much 
more palatable form, and it is quite 
apparent that a race of designers have 
come into being who have made a special 
study of this branch of design, inspired 
by the slogan, ‘Good Design Pays.’ I 
would like to name one or two of those 
which have specially attracted my eye 
and interest but that would not do. My 
secretary and collaborator, who shares my 
interest in these things, has even started 
a special collection of trade literature 
selected entirely for their quality of 
design and filed irrespective of their tech- 
nical content. (It would be an ironical 
misfortune if the enterprising manufac- 
turers who produced the most tasteful 
literature were overlooked at the moment 
of consideration for contract because the 
esthetic merit of their pamphlet had 
caused them to by-pass the rough and 
tumble of general technical classifica- 
tion!) 

I have been particularly interested to 
see the advance in the use of colour print- 
ing. Cost of production no longer seems 
to be a limiting factor and I have seen 
many striking colours used in one pam- 
phiet and printed on good art paper. I 
would like to think that the architect 
himself has influenced this change in the 
presentation of technical information by 
assiduous attention and propaganda in 
all matters of design. It pleases me to 
imagine that a little of the credit may be 


due to the architect’s persistent teaching 
that design is as important in the smallest 
detail of the building as in the main 
elevation. 

Whether I am right or not in thinking 
that the architect may justly claim this 
credit, it is certainly true that I for one 
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shall look for better quality in the 
materials of those manufacturers who 
have had the imagination and sales fore- 
sight to produce their literature in 
esthetically acceptable form. As our 
‘art collection’ of trade literature 
grows, I no longer wonder at the young 
practitioners who announce that trade 
catalogues will be welcomed. 

I would like to congratulate those who 
are setting this new high standard and 
hope they are finding that good design 
does, in fact, pay.

Civic Design 
A New Diploma Course at Edinburgh 


THE DEPARTMENT OF ARCHITECTURE in the 
University of Edinburgh under Professor 
Robert H. Matthew, CBE, MA, FRIBA, 
is to begin a new course leading to a 
diploma in civic design. The course is 
to start with the commencement of the 
forthcoming 1960-61 academic session. 

Although it is designed to meet all the 
requirements of the Town Planning Insti- 
tute, the course will concentrate on the 
urgent problems of urban renewal with 
particular emphasis on the techniques of 
comprehensive development. For this 
purpose careful attention is being given 
to the integration of the various specialist 
studies which have to be provided in 
order that a complete understanding of 
the total planning procedure may be 
achieved. 

Lectures on the theory and practice of 
civic design will be given by Professor 
Matthew, Mr. Percy Johnson-Marshall, 
Dip.Arch, ARIBA, AMTPI, and Mr. F. R. 
Stevenson, ARIBA, FRIAS, MTPI, of the 
department, who combine extensive prac- 
tical experience with up-to-date personal 
knowledge of recent urban development, 
not only in Europe, but in North and 
South America and in Asia. A _ short 
lecture course on the evolution of small 
settlements will be given in the history 
series by Dr. P. J. Nuttgens, MA, ARIBA, 
who has made a special study of this 
subject. The students will also have the 
benefit of the experience of the depart- 
ment’s Housing Research Unit, while 
visiting lecturers on this subject will in- 
clude Mr. A. G. Ling, city architect and 
planning officer, Coventry, and Mr. L. H. 
Wilson, chief architect and planning 
officer of Cumbernauld New Town. 

Lectures on the strategy of urban de- 
velopment will be advised by Mr. R. 
Grieve, M.Inst.CE, MTPI, chief technical 
planner of the Department of Health for 
Scotland. In addition the visiting 
lecturer on Urban Development Strategy 
will be Mr..L. W. Lane, FRICS, MTPI, 
senior planning officer of the LCC Archi- 
tect’s Department. 

The landscape lectures will be given 
by Mr. Frank Clark, PILA, who in addi- 
tion will ensure that urban landscape de- 
sign forms an integral part of the studio 
work. The visiting lecturer will be Mr. 
Peter Shepheard, FRIBA, AMTPI, FILA. 

The lecture series on public utilities 
and communications will also be advised 
by Mr. Grieve, and a special course of 


lectures will be given on the urgent prob- 
lems of planning and the motor vehicle. 
The visiting lecturer on communications 
will be Mr. C. D. Buchanan, ARIBA, 
AMICE, AMTPI, author of ‘ Mixed Bless- 
ings : The Motor in Britain.’ 

The economics and civic design lecture 
series will be under the direction of Pro- 
fessor A. T. Peacock, DSc, MA, of the 
University Department of Economics, and 
the visiting lecturer will be Dr. N. Lich- 
field, FRICS, MTPI, author of ‘ The 
Economics of Planned Development.’ 
The social studies series will be directed 
by Mr. Tom Burns, BA, head of the 
Social Sciences Research Centre. The 
urban geography series will be advised 
by Professor J. Wreford Watson, MA, 
PhD, FRSC, of the University Depart- 
ment of Geography. 

Subjects for the studio work will be 
set in collaboration with Mr. Hewitson, 
city planning officer for Edinburgh, and 
Mr. F. Tindall, county planning officer for 
East Lothian. 

As one year of the course will be full- 
time, the opportunity will be taken for 
closely relating the lectures to the studio 
work, and to the programme of planning 
research, and also for conducting a series 
of technical brains trusts, where several 
specialists will be available simultane- 
ously. Applications for admission should 
be made to the Professor of Architecture, 
the University of Edinburgh, 16 George- 
square, Edinburgh, 8.

Situated on high ground overlooking the Tilbury Docks 
to the south, the College has been erected in three instal- 
ments at a total cost, for the buildings, of £417,000 and has 
a floor area of some 92,000 sq. ft. 

Work was first started in 1954 when the workshops and 
other rooms for the Engineering Department were built. The 
second instalment followed in 1956 with the Science, Com- 
merce and Domestic Arts accommodation, classrooms, dining 
facilities, library and administrative rooms, and was immedi- 
ately succeeded by the third instalment which completed the 
College by the addition of further classrooms, art and craft 
rcoms, gymnasium and the assembly hall. 

When the College was planned the entrance hall was taken 
as the hub of the building from which all departments, 
administrative and communal rooms had to be within easy 
reach and corridors reduced to the minimum. There is direct 
access from the entrance to the assembly hall, dining room, 
offices, library, students’ common room and _ principal 
administrative rooms. This reduces unnecessary student 
movement and enables these rooms to be used apart from the 
teaching and practical rooms. The Principal’s office and main 
staff rooms are situated immediately over the entrance hall 
and this combines accessibility with quietness. A further 
feature of the planning has been that the noisiest rooms such 
as workshops and gymnasium are separated by the practical 
rooms from those such as classrooms and library where quiet 
is essential. 

The workshop block and gymnasium are steel framed but 
the remainder of the buildings have ‘ in situ’ reinforced con- 
crete frames and floors with various types of external clad- 
dings. Portland stone and green slate emphasise the main 


entrance and administrative block, whilst a cladding of metal 
window sections with green coloured ‘ Plyglass’ infill panel 
below cill level gives a feeling of lightness to the seven-storey 
tower block. 


Internally, finishes have been chosen with regard to posi- 
tion, use and future maintenance. Corridors have rubber 
tiles on the floor and acoustic absorbents on the ceilings in 
order to reduce noise. Visual interest is maintained by the 
alternation of enclosed corridors and glazed linking areas 
with wide views over the Thames and countryside. Because 
of this, colours are subdued, only a few strong colours are 
used in selected positions. 


Rooms are finished to suit their various purposes, gener 
ally with plastered and painted walls, hardwood block and 
thermoplastic tile floors and acoustic absorbent ceilings. Some 
wallpaper has been used in common and staff rooms. The 
board room is panelled with silver ash. 

The assembly hall which is on the first floor immediately 
over the dining room and kitchen seats 560 persons. It has a 
fully equipped stage and complies to public licensing require- 
ments. There are no opening windows; ventilation and heat 
ing are by means of a plenum system. This is to reduce the 
risk of air-borne noises from the rooms below. The library 
has. been planned as a single-storey attached building in order 
to allow easy future extension. The gymnasium has been 
planned mainly as a games arena being divisible by means of 
nylon nets suspended on runways to enable various activities 
to take place at one time, e.g. tennis practice, cricket nets 
pole vaulting, throwing the discus, etc. 

Heating is by means of a vacuum steam system with con- 
vectors. The boiler house is a single-storey isolated building 
to allow for extension as the College grows. Lighting is by 
means of fluorescent or tungsten fittings, depending upon the 
use being made of the room.

THIS FIRST major building structure in 
Texas Instruments Ltd.’s programme 
for development at Bedford will be 
approximately 430 ft. square. Situated at 
Manton-lane, it will comprise a three 
storey office block 270 ft. long by 50 ft. 
wide, surrounded on all sides by the 
manufacturing area, with a continuous 
services space below. Two-storey links 
crossing the inner courts will facilitate 
access between the offices and manufac- 
turing areas. The present contract, 
scheduled to take 12 months, includes 
the completion of the office wing and 
two-thirds of the manufacturing area. 

Ancillary works include a single-storey 
L-shaped cafeteria with kitchen, approxi- 
mately 160 ft. by 120 ft., inflammable 
store, reservoirs, pumphouse, cooling 
tower, roads and parking facilities. 

Requirements.—The main building is 
designed for the manufacture of semi 
conductor devices, including transistors. 
The highly delicate and _ specialised 
nature of this process requires a very 
high degree of cleanliness, together with 
rigid control of air temperature and 
humidity. To provide these conditions, 
an air-conditioning system is_ being 
installed, comprising a main fresh-air 
plant and 30 re-circulating plants, all 
served by a 350-h.p. refrigerating com 
pressor. 

Piped services required for the manu 
facturing process include compressed air, 
towns gas, hydrogen, nitrogen, argon, 
demineralised water, normal cold water 
and hot water. Process drainage is by a 
special system of effluent drains. 

The complexity of the foregoing 
requirements is increased by the essential 
technical requirement of complete flexi- 
bility. Production lines are expected to 
be revised constantly, but, at the same 
time, the vital air-conditions have to be 
maintained and all services must be 
immediately available everywhere. 


Unusual Roof Form 


Conception.—The pattern evolved for 
the manufacturing area is an exciting 
roof form made up of hyperbolic para 
boloid umbrella units 48 ft. square, rising 
from 9 ft. at the springing to about 18 ft. 
at the edges. The 18-ft.-high side walls 
will be of aluminium window-walling for 
their full height, with external brick 
towers at intervals along the length of 
the building; these towers will be about 
16 ft. wide and will project 9 ft. from the 
wall. They will function as service shafts 
between the manufacturing area and the 
continuous 10-ft.-high services space 
below it. Piped services will be fed up 
through the floor at 10-ft. intervals. Thus 
the working area will be clean, simple 
and light with all services out of sight.

THIS BLOCK OF FLATS is the first stage in the redevelop- 
ment of the 84-acre Hyde Park Estate, which is owned 
by the Church Commissioners for England and extends 
from Marble Arch to Lancaster Gate. The project is 
also the first undertaken by the Hyde Park Property 
Development Company, Limited, established jointly by 
the Church Commissioners and Wates, Limited. 

The land involved has belonged to the Church since 
the Middle Ages. It first became a residential area of 
note between 1830 and 1836 when the architect George 
Gutch planned it for the Bishop of London Estates. 
Many of the original houses have become obsolete and 
uneconomic to run and the Church Commissioners 
therefore decided to redevelop the area in order to 
restore its select residential standards. Mr. Anthony 
Minoprio, FRIBA, MTPI, appointed planning consul- 
tant, has prepared the comprehensive redevelopment 
plan. 

This first project is virtually 3 blocks of flats united 

, nes - ca io in one building, with a total accommodation of 57 
A completed flat, furnished by Peter Jones flats of 2, 3 and 4 bedrooms, and 6 penthouses provided 
with spacious studios and terraces at 8th-floor level. 
The structure is a reinforced concrete framework with 
9-in. reinforced concrete walls between flats. The 
flat roof and all floors are of solid concrete with a layer 
of fibreglass quilt sound insulation. Outer walls are 
in cavity brickwork with hand-picked multi-coloured 
facing bricks. Galvanised metal windows are used 
throughout. All flats have an independent central 
heating and hot-water system by gas-fired boilers 
feeding skirting panel heaters.

The flats are on 99-year leases varying in price from 
£6,950 to £13,950 and £25,000 for penthouses, plus 
ground rent and service charges.

News of the Week 


Cambridge Hall Design Rejected 


COMPLAINTS MADE LAST MONTH by univer- 
sity critics of the design for the Lady 
Mitchell Hall, part of the Sidgwick- 
avenue Arts Schools development in 
Cambridge, that ‘the architects seem to 
value above all things a highly irregular 
plan and a supposedly picturesque clash 
of conflicting shapes’ and that the plans 
for the hall ‘mark the nadir of the 
development to date’ has now crystal- 
lised out into rejection of the plans. On 
July 30 the scheme was discussed by the 
Regent House at Cambridge and was 
turned down by 109 votes to 82. The 
development plan for the Sidgwick- 
avenue area was approved by the Univer- 
sity in 1954 but each individual building 
has to be approved by the Graces of 
Regent House. The architects are Sir 
Hugh Casson, Neville Conder & Partners, 
who are to meet the building committee 
for the Sidgwick-avenue development on 
Monday next to decide the next step. 


College for Teachers 


AS THE RESULT of a limited architectural 
competition, the firm of Robert Matthew 
and Johnson- Marshall have been 
appointed architects for the new Church 
of England Teacher Training College to 
be built at Canterbury. The college will 
accommodate 400 students, with approxi- 
mately equal numbers of men and 
women. It is expected that sufficient 
buildings will be ready in time to allow 
a full year of students to be accepted in 
1963, and that the project will be com- 
pleted by 1964.

New Guildhall Precinct 


THE Court of Common Council of the 
City of London, at its meeting on July 
28, approved the establishment of a 
further redevelopment unit on just over 
an acre of land in Gresham-street and 
Aldermanbury. The proposals provide 
for the creation of a Guildhall precinct 
and extension, a public open space, and 
the widening of Aldermanbury. The total 
estimated cost of acquisition, clearing 
and preliminary work is £1,271,000, 
which the Court authorised. A fuller 
report of the meeting will be given in our 
next issue, 


Private Finance for Channel Tunnel 


MR. LEO D’ERLANGER, chairman of the 
Channel Tunnel Company, announced on 
July 28 that the Channel Study Group 
were now prepared to provide a total of 
£130m. from private finance for the build- 
ing of the proposed tunnel. This would 
include if necessary, said Mr. d’Erlanger, 
the sum of £24m. needed for terminals 
and ancillary facilities at both the French 
and British sides. The chairman said he 
was now confident that by reasoned argu- 
ment both governments would be moved 
to provide the necessary approvals and 
concessions. If these were given then 
the tunnel would be in operation by 
1965. Both governments had been pre- 
sented with full reports and memoranda 
and were still studying them; they had 
not yet expressed any opinion or reaction 
to the proposals. Mr. d’Erlanger pointed 
out that the group believed in the possi- 
bility of financing the project from world

LONDON SOUTHAMPTON 
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Private Housing Standards 


CCA's Warning on Reductions in Floor Space and Increase in Densities 


From a Correspondent 


A GROWING TENDENCY for the standards of 
private housing to fall is referred to by 
the County Councils’ Association in evi- 
dence to the sub-committee on housing 
standards of the Central Housing 
Advisory Committee. 

According to the Association, this 
lowering of standards is evident in the 
reduction of floor space, and in the size 
and depth of plots, the lower quality of 
design both internal and external and a 
lack of variety in the type and character 
of dwellings. 

Some counties, the association 
declares, are receiving applications for 
the erection on estates of two-storey, 
two-bedroom, semi-detached houses of 
about 700 sq. ft. floor area. The fron- 
tage of the building itself is usually about 
15 ft., and by the time that provision has 
been made for the garage or garage space 
the total plot width is usually about 25 
ft., or a little less. 

Even where a lower density with a 
somewhat wider plot has been secured, 
says the Association, the standard of 
houses erected remains inadequate and in 
many cases the standard of design of the 
building is very much on pre-war lines. 
In private development the popularity of 
the bungalow has increased. 

The Association points out that before 
the war, by virtue of clauses in schemes 
prepared under the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1932, areas of building 
land could be zoned precisely in respect 
of density and other standards in terms 
of plot sizes, frontage, depth of plot, 
space between adjoining buildings and sc 
on. In this way in different density zones 
it was possible to maintain different 
characters of buildings appropriate to the 
zones concerned. 


Policy of Flexibility 


The Association states: ‘Since 1948, 
local planning authorities have adopted 
policies designed to achieve the maximum 
flexibility. Development plans have not 
shown densities in precise terms and in 
practice it is very difficult, if not impos- 
sible, to lay down precisely the permitted 
density for any particular piece of build- 
ing land. 

‘The result has been that when an 
application for planning permission has 
been received, negotiations even in 
respect of areas zoned for low density 
development tend to start on the basis of 
the County Planning Standards which 
were intended to be a minimum standard 
for the higher density zones only, with 
the result that the standards achieved, 
especially in speculative development, are 
undoubtedly considerably below those 
obtained before the war.’ 

In the result, the Association declares, 
the principle of flexibility with its con- 
sequent scope for wide variations to meet 
many kinds of situation, is being used by 
developers in one direction only— 


towards a lowering of standards. 

The information available to the Asso- 
ciation shows that the trend for the mini- 
mum standard of plot sizes for high- 
density zones to become the general 
standard for all building land is becoming 
more marked. The Association does not 
think this trend is a reflection of the 
wishes of house purchasers so much as 
‘the desire for quick sales at profitable 
prices—a result which developers 
apparently believe can best be achieved 
by erecting a large number of small 
properties.’ 

The Association consider it desirable 
that residential development should be 
varied in design and in density and other 
standards, and that town layouts should 
include different kinds of residential 
properties appropriate to the needs, 
wishes, ages and tastes of occupiers and 
the differing financial commitments 
which purchasers are able and willing to 
undertake. 

Furthermore, the Association consider 
it desirable that the character of the 
various areas of the town layouts should 
not be depreciated by the subsequent 
erection of properties which, although 
they may achieve the minimum standards 
appropriate for another area, are below 
the standard established in the area in 
question. 

It appears that the present town plan- 
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ning machinery does not this 
result. 

The Association says there is another 
consideration ‘which is_ increasingly 
thrusting itself upon local planning 
authorities.’ There is, it says, a move- 
ment for higher densities in the towns in 
order to offset the restrictions of the 
Green Belts and limits upon expansion of 
development areas. This tendency again 
moves towards smaller plot sizes. 

Commenting on this, the Association 
states: 

‘If this movement gains support, local 
planning authorities will have the greatest 
difficulty in preventing development 
being carried out to minimum standards 
in areas where a higher standard should 
be maintained and will be unable to 
secure the creation and maintenance of 
varied forms and standards or the main- 
tenance of the character of existing 
development in the different classes of 
residential area solely by density control 
or even by restriction of plot sizes, space 
between buildings, and so on. 

‘The Association consider there is a 
need for a counter movement with a lead 
given nationally in the first instance by 
the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government for developers and their 
advisers to aim for and achieve varied 
standards at higher levels for the density 
and design of new residences to meet the 
wishes and needs of new residents and 
halt the deleterious effect upon the 
character of existing developed areas 
caused by the present trend for lower 
standards.’

Grants for Historic Buildings 


Variety of Recipients in Latest List 


THE MINISTER OF WORKS has announced 
the award of grants to 21 historic build- 
ings in England, Scotland and Wales, on 
the recommendation of the Historic 
Buildings Councils. They will be used 
towards the cost of repair and preserva- 
tion of the buildings. Such grants are 
authorised under the Ancient Monuments 
and Historic Buildings Act of 1953, which 
set up three Councils to consider appli- 
cations and recommend grants to the 
Minister. 

Although shorter than most previous 
lists, this contains an interesting variety 
of recipients, ranging from one of the 
greatest of English Elizabethan mansions 
—Burghley House, Northants, where 
some of the famous pictures are to be 
restored—to what is perhaps the only 
surviving example of a genuine falconry, 
at Farleigh Hungerford in Somerset. 

Other interesting grants are made to 
the only working windmill left in Notts; 
a 15th-century tithe barn in Wiltshire; 
and the only building now standing in 
Blandford, Dorset, to survive’ the 
disastrous fire of 1731. The City of 
Winchester receives two grants for fine 
examples of period domestic architecture 
well-known to the public. Two National 
Trust properties, a Gothic manor house 
in Devon and a late Elizabethan house 
in Somerset, are also included. An old 
Border castle in Northumberland and a 
former Augustinian priory in Berkshire, 


both now used as schools, 
recipients of grants. 

Another interesting fact is that Abbot 
Hall at Kendal is the first building in 
Westmorland to be given a grant since 
the Act was passed in 1953. Every 
county in England is now represented. 

In Wales a 16th-century cottage and a 
17th-century farmhouse are given grants, 
and in Scotland additional assistance is 
given to two famous National Trust pro- 
perties—Brodick and Culzean Castles.

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Traffic in a Changing Environment 


Land Use Control and Motor 


The first suburban areas, the construction of arterial roads, the mass pro- 
duction of building materials, the beginning of the motor-car age, and the 
gradual decline of public transport were the environmental changes which 
began to take place from 1920 and which Mr. Ernest H. Doubleday, OBE, 
FRICS, described in the preamble to his paper on ‘ Traffic in a Changing 
Environment’ submitted to the Town Planning Institute on June 22. 
Mr. Doubleday outlined the history of planning and development from the 
period when town planning was in its infancy as an addendum to the post- 


first war Housing Act. 


He referred to American techniques of traffic and 


highway engineering and suggested that Britain could reap the fruits of their 
experience. The limitations of tollways; the function and design of freeways; 
some suggestions for the solution of the car parking problem; cars in relation 
to housing; and cars in relation to shopping facilities were dealt with by 
the speaker who related the problems to some of the solutions found in 


America and on the Continent. 


THE INDIVIDUAL CAR is unquestionably the 
cause of the changed living conditions, 
the chaos on our inadequate road system. 
In a sentence—we must come to terms 
with the car. If the most motor-minded 
nation in the world, America, is any guide 
it is a tremendous job. On the tech- 
niques of traffic and highway engineering 
none will question the right of American 
practitioners to the accolade for their be- 
wildering, superhuman, labyrinth express- 
ways to which the North American people 
are permanently committed. 

Lack of co-operation between planner 
and highway engineer has caused towns 
to be so dominated by miles of elevated 
roadway and steel bridgework, that they 
almost ceased to be towns for living at 
all. Uneasiness about all this was demon- 
strated by the Sagamore Conference on 
Highways and Urban Development, held 
in Connecticut in 1949. The main con- 
clusion reached was that in overall urban 
development co-operative teamwork by 
many kinds of specialists was necessary. 
Land use was also accepted by the con- 
ference as the basis for controlling the 
traffic producing potential of an area as 
well as defining its system of traffic 
routes. 

Here then is the starting point. The 
Americans reached it the hard way 
through bitter and costly experiences, 
some of which are hardly likely to be 
corrected in our lifetime. We in Britain 
are more fortunate than they are. Our 
land use planning system, backed by 
publicly accepted legislation is far ahead 
of any in the world. We are not likely to 
lose this lead if planner and highway 
engineer with their colleagues in other 
fields work from the outset as a team. 

The ownership of a car must now be 
recognised as a factor of human living— 
something that people work and strive for 
and something which they are reluctant 
to do without. Consequently in our plans 
for urban renewal or development we 
must allow for increasing numbers of 
cars. Sir Patrick Hennessey, chairman of 
the Ford Motor Company, said recently, 
* The number of private cars in this coun- 
try will reach 13m. by 1975,’ i.e., twice as 
many as are registered today. Here then 
is the scale for which provision must be 
made. I doubt if any other country has 
faced such a task even including America. 


Extracts from his paper are given below. 


Freeways follow no single pattern of 
design. Some are elevated for all or most 
of their length. Others are lowered and 
pass under existing surface streets. Some 
are on the surface with over- or under- 
passes built for cross traffic. The design 
of a freeway, like any other road, is dic- 
tated by physical features on the ground, 
the types and degree of development of 
the area to be traversed, by the availa- 
bility of suitable land for right of way, 
by existing and potential traffic volumes. 

Experience has shown that it is the 
standard of design rather than the type 
of design that is of greatest importance 
to the community, or that has its effect 
upon amenities. That sight distances are 
adequate, that sharp curves are elimi- 
nated, that entrance and exit lanes are 
properly spaced and signposted, count 
for more than whether the freeway is ele- 
vated, depressed or at surface level. A 
freeway can be of any one of the three 
basic design types and still incorporate 
the standards that contribute to safety and 
efficiency. Where high standards have 
been adhered to, American communities 
have realised the maximum benefits from 
freeway operation. Conversely where de- 
sign standards have been sacrificed, 
benefits have likewise been lessened. 


Separation of Traffic Flows 


Communities have found, for example, 
that it is sound long-term investment to 
provide plenty of width in the central 
verge separating opposing traffic flows, 
even though higher initial costs are in- 
volved. Wider strips minimise the 
chances that a car out of control will 
crash through the anti-dazzle safety fence 
into the path of the oncoming streams of 
trafic. Similarly wider strips permit 
more attractive landscaping, storage for 
disabled vehicles, storage space for snow 
removal during winter months. Finally, 
of course, the wider verge provides space 
for the future addition of a traffic lane 
when called for. 

Sufficient capacity for brief standing of 
cars must be provided where the freeway 
connects to existing streets. This design 
feature reduces congestion on both free- 
way and existing roads. Wherever pos- 
sible I think the traffic plan of the future 
should provide for tunnelling at intersec- 
tions instead of bridges. The advantage

of a tunnel as with a railway cutting is 
that it does not obtrude upon the sur- 
rounding locality as does a bridge and 
embankment. 

We cannot, of course, contemplate that 
all of our city roads will be freeways on 
the Californian pattern. The lesson to be 
learned from that state is that the planner 
and highway engineer must together 
decide main through roads, with con- 
necting ring roads, well before urban 
renewal takes place. 


Car Parks and Pedestrian Ways 


In the urban renewal schemes which 
are now beginning to gather momentum 
in Britain, one must inevitably accept a 
changed outlook towards pedestrian 
movement. It will not be good enough 
to replace in new form the kind of free 
interchange between pedestrians and 
vehicles that the older areas accepted 
without question because they knew no 
different need. Some American cities 
already have pedestrian ways linking one 
part of the central area with another. 

It is. however, when we come to con- 
sider parking that perhaps the biggest 
single effect on environment is encoun- 
tered. Traditionally, the highway exists 
to give a right of passage. With more 
cars, parking—a secondary function of 
the street—has caused more public con- 
cern than the primary function of pas- 
sage. 

American traffic surveys show that 
during the afternoon of a normal day in 
the business district of an average com- 
munity 90 per cent of the cars are parked 
—either on or off the street—and only 10 
per cent moving; furthermore, of this 10 
per cent about one-third are looking for 
a place to park. These surveys illustrate 
that the portion of the street required for 
free traffic flow simply must be kept open 
and free from parking, or there will be a 
complete standstill. Kerb space which 
can be withdrawn from the street’s 
traffic flow is at a premium, and must be 
made available to as many motorists as 
possible. Logically, then, it must be used 
by motorists willing to occupy it for the 
shortest possible time. 

About two-thirds of America’s parking 
space is in surface parks. Only where 
land values coupled with parking needs 
are high is vertical stacking of cars justi- 
fied. American parking structures are 
the most advanced of any I have ever 
seen. They reduce to a minimum all 
non-essential elements of construction. 
the open deck principle saves wall and 
windows, cuts ventilation and lighting 
costs, and has a high safety fire record. 
They have to be extremely well designed 
for they are not things of beauty and 
look rather bald in the street picture. 

Mechanical garages operate to best 
advantage on small sites where lack of 
space allows no other type of structure 
to be used to park cars off the street. 

Another kind of car park which 
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seemed to offer considerable scope was 
the * park-at-your-desk ’ office building in 
Washington, DC. This consists of a ten- 
storey normal office building, the open- 
air well of which is occupied by a con- 
tinuous ramp garage. The ramp to the 
tenth floor was half a mile long and the 
garage took up one-third of each floor 
level. Double fire-proof doors give pro- 
tection to the office building, and the 
office workers simply walk a few yards 
from their cars to their desks. Out- 
wardly this is an ordinary office building 
and the internal car park caused little or 
no traffic congestion in the streets to 
which the building fronted. 


Rural Planning Amenities 


What then are the points we should 
observe in rural Motorway planning? The 
traveller by road at some time or another 
requires the following facilities: filling 
stations; minor repairs and breakdown 
facilities; major repairs; light refreshments 
(general facilities); transport cafés; main 
catering establishments; picnic areas; 
overnight parking areas for caravans; 
sleeping accommodation (hotel or motel) 
in general; transport drivers’ rests; public 
conveniences; public telephones; and 
licensed premises. 

In Britain we face traffic and urban 
renewal problems on a bigger scale than 
at any time in our history. The one 
single point that I continually urge is that 
planners, highway engineers, architects 
and surveyors must work as a team and 
give of their best from the outset. United 
in this way, Britain will keep her lead 
over the rest of the world in the field of 
town and country planning. The alter- 
native choice of being divided can only 
lead to an environment which history 
would show was rather squalid, and quite 
unworthy of this country. 


Discussion 


PROFESSOR W. F. CASSIE, of the 
Department of Engineering, University of 
Durham, moving a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Doubleday, said he did not entirely agree 
with all the speaker had put forward 
because he felt that a good case could 
be made against Mr. Doubleday’s tacit 
condemnation of the express and motor- 
ways. Mr. Doubleday had spoken about 
‘ bewildering ’ express-ways, but there was 
a lot of misconception when these were 
looked at from the air; many false ideas 
originated when they were looked at from 
this aspect. On the question of roads in 
relation to the human scale, Professor 
Cassie said they ought to fit the surface 
to the vehicle as they had done logically 
with the railways and aircraft; if the car 
changed us, we should control the change. 
He agreed with Mr. Doubleday that con- 
trol was the crux of the whole matter in 
the US. 

There was the urban sprawl! which was 
not noticed by the American himself. 
He did not know the residential streets 
like the Londoner who could find his way 
to the suburbs without difficulty. The 
American lived in a peaceful suburb with 
very little traffic and noise. He travelled 
rapidly to his office; it was almost like a 
conveyor belt system. Did it matter, 
Professor Cassie asked, whether there 
was only one man per car provided he 


moved rapidly? Parking was convenient 
although it had to be paid for, but it was 
there and the American returned home 
very quickly. If he parked in the wrong 
place, he would find his car gone when 
he returned. He would have to pay a 
minimum fine of as much as £10, and he 
would have to pay more if he took a long 
time to find his car. The peak hour, too, 
was very short. 

Professor Cassie thought we had a lot 
to learn from America, and the more 
study we gave to the mistakes they had 
made, the better it would be for us. We 
must watch their mistakes. They were 
training traffic engineers which we were 
not doing in this country. One of the 
great features of this country was the 
green belt and any interference with it 
must be resisted at all costs. The divorce 
of the freeway plan and the land use plan 
was the biggest mistake America had 
made and was one of the causes of the 
sprawl. We had the green belt system 
and we must hang on to it. 

MR. ROWLAND NICHOLAS, MICE, City 
Surveyor and Planning Officer, Manches- 
ter, who seconded, said he thought that 
one of the things that befogged the lay- 
man was the way planners expressed 
themselves. Many people did not under- 
stand and were a little disturbed at the 
jargon planners used. He agreed with 
Mr. Doubleday that it would be possible 
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to have a certain number of freeways and 
increase their usefulness, but he did not 
share Mr. Doubleday’s fears about plan- 
ning and freeways. He thought we should 
firmly decide in our minds that there 
could be no traffic in the shopping street 
and the quicker we got that in our heads 
the better it would be. 

MR. SPENCER C. RODGERS, ARICS, LRIBA, 
thought that the curse of the transport 
system seemed to be the height of the 
vehicles. Was it really necessary in a 
city like London, with land values so 
high, to design our road system with the 
height of the London buses in mind? 
He felt that if we could make our road 
system capable of taking vehicles of a 
limited height, we should be able to save 
millions of pounds. We should be able 
to make ways under through roads which 
would enable the bulk of cars to get from 
one point to the other without much 
trouble. 

MR. R. W. DALE, AMIMUNE, County Plan- 
ning Officer, Somerset, felt that planners 
should think in terms of the monorail 
between airports and city centres, and the 
development of the escalator for certain 
forms of transport. 

MR. MAX LOCK, FRIBA, said the need for 
greater flexibility was an important point. 
Buses, it was true, were bulky and it 
relieved the streets enormously when they 
were not there. 


Firm Price Tendering 


AMC Reject Plan for 


A PLAN for partial discontinuance of firm 
price tendering, put up by Stoke-on-Trent 
City Council, has been rejected by the 
general purposes committee of the Asso- 
ciation of Municipal Corporations. 


The council had suggested that when 
tenders were invited for building work 
committees should be asked to obtain 
alternative prices: (a) on a firm price 
basis, and (b) on the basis of a contract 
including a clause providing for a varia- 
tion in costs of wages and materials. 


It had also proposed that the Govern- 
ment should be asked to revise the re- 
quirements relating to tendering to pro- 
vide for future contracts including a

clause to cover variations 
wages and materials 
present system. 

Dealing with this, the committee recalls 
that, as regards building work, it recom- 
mended in 1957 that there should be a 
general return to firm price tendering. 
This, it says, was also the policy of the 
Government departments concerned with 
building and civil engineering contracts, 
at least those above a certain figure. 

Says the committee: * We are inform- 
ing the council that we see no reason to 
vary our previous recommendation, but 
that in any event this is a matter which 
is in the discretion of each local 
authority.’

The Week in Parliament 


From Our Own Correspondent 


The Summer Recess 


AFTER a Royal Commission in the House 
of Lords on July 29, both Houses of 
Parliament adjourned that day for the 
summer recess. They will reassemble on 
Tuesday, October 25, to complete the 
passage of a few minor Bills and for MPs 
to debate British Railways. Prorogation 
will take place on October 27, and the 
new session of Parliament will begin with 
the Queen’s Speech on November 1. 


BTC to Establish Property 
Development Companies 


THE ROLE of the British Transport Com- 
mission as property owners was among 
the many matters examined by the House 
of Commons Select Committee on 
Nationalised Industries which published 
its report on British Railways on July 20. 

The Committee reports that it was to 
the handling of sites in towns that most 
interest attached. Generally speaking, the 
Commission did not have many of these 
to dispose of, although some yards and 
goods stations were being sold off in 
towns, it was more often the case that 
the Commission would be looking for 
more space there. The town sites might 
comprise a tiny fraction of their posses- 
sions but some of them were potentially 
very valuable and the commission felt 
that the most could be got from them by 
developing the sites for the dual purpose 
of their own railway needs and the needs 
of other concerns. 

The Commission was aware of the 
need to make the most of its property. 
Its aim was to make its every asset 
earn its keep. It intended to set up a 
holding company which, in partnership 
with private interests, would establish 
development companies to dispose of or 
develop its various properties in the 
best possible way. The new holding com- 
pany would seek out all land that could 
usefully be developed and see that the 
most was made of it. 

In the new development companies the 
Commission would have to be minority 
shareholder. This was because of the 
statutory restriction which prevented 
it from exploiting its own property 
except for the needs of its own busi- 
ness. It underlined the fact that the 
major limitations put on its activities 
as property-owner had always been those 
laid down by statute. 

The Committee welcomes the steps the 
Commission is taking to set up develop- 
ment companies. It recommends that 
the utmost use should be made of these 
assets in order to help to finance the 
modernisation of main line stations and 
similar installations. 


Concern Over House 
Building Standards 


WHEN the report stage of the Building 
Societies Bill was reached on July 21, mr. 
G. MITCHISON, for the Opposition, moved 
a new clause providing that at least a 
fraction of building society advances 
should be for houses or flats built for let- 


ting. In a division the suggested new 
clause was rejected. 

He said the clause was intended to 
cover two kinds of houses or flats—cer- 
tified buildings, relating to their standard 
of construction, or to those built for or by 
a housing association. Reiterating argu- 
ments deployed at the committee stage, 
Mr. Mitchison said there were still some 
shoddy buildings going up. MR. DONALD 
CHAPMAN recalled that on the second 
reading of the Bill he had made a few 
remarks about housing standards, and Mr. 
Mitchison had found a way of trying to 
jog building societies into taking a 
definite interest in houses of good stan- 
dard. From all the correspondence and 
comments since his earlier remarks he 
was convinced he was justified in making 
them. 


*Shoddy Building’ 


He was convinced that, given the 
housing boom which ought to go on for 
the next couple of decades, unless stan- 
dards were improved the generation 20 
years hence would look back with great 
regret on much of the house building of 
today. He did not want to be taken as 
saying that all houses built today were 
rubbish—they were talking of a minority 
of houses. However, they were not 
voices crying in the wilderness for the 
President of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers had just said 
‘There has been a noticeable increase in 
shoddy building,’ and he went on to 
quote further from that speech [reported 
in ‘ The Builder’ of July 29]. This was a 
matter which was being looked at 
actively and with great regard by the 
building industry. 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, said that apart from a few 
political comments he did not disagree 
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with what had been said. The Govern- 
ment wanted more houses to rent. That 
was the object of the Bill but he could 
not advise them to accept the proposed 
new clause as it sought to require build- 
ing societies to lend a proportion of their 
money for this purpose. It was proper 
for the Government to exhort, encourage, 
even to induce, as they had done bv the 
House Purchase and Housing Act, build- 
ing societies to lend money on older 
property but it was a different thing to 
require them, even for small people, to 
lend a proportion of their money for any 
particular purpose. 

The Government wanted to see design 
and construction standards at the best 
possible level, but to undertake an in- 
crease of control for this purpose in a 
Bill of this kind dedicated to other 
objects was really going too far. They 
already had inspection and examination 
of costs and planning controls for both 
design and construction, and obviously 
it was desirable that in the erecting of a 
house some interest should be taken to 
see whether it would at least survive and 
be a good security. He was aware of 
the remarks of Mr. Woodbine Parish and 
if Mr. Chapman had correspondence or 
the subject he would be glad to have 
it from him to study. But he would 
suggest that it would be unwise to make 
a major change in the control of stan- 
dards of design of buildings in such a Bill. 


Supply of Reinforcing 
Bars and Wire Rods 


THE MINISTRY OF WORKS Was unaware of 
any building project which had been or 
was being held up in this country through 
a shortage of reinforcing bars or wire 
rods, said MR. J. C. GEORGE, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Power, on 
July 21 when he was replying to an 
adjournment debate initiated by MR 
HAROLD DAVIES. He complained that a 
firm in his constituency of Leek had been 
unable to purchase any rods or bars from

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any of the rod or bar rolling firms in 
Britain. 

Mr. Davies, after referring to the tem- 
porary suspension of the import duty on 
wire rods until the end of the year, said 
nobody could hide the fact that there 
was a monopoly in the steel rod, bar and 
wire business. There was no doubt that 
restrictive practices had taken place, and 
one way in which the Minister could 
help was by taking the duty both off wire 
and rods and bars. 

MR. GEORGE said the UK production 
of ferro-concrete bars and rods was 
expected to reach 600,000 tons in 1960 
which was 20 per cent above the output 
last year. With wire rods, production 
this year was expected to reach 1.5m. 
tons. The pressure from home demand 
had been strong but with the help of only 
minor imports, the industry had been 
able to meet total demand. Following 
discussions between the Iron and Steel 
Board and the users in April it was found 
that demand was outstripping production 
and that a significant increase in imports 
of wire rods would be needed in 1960. In 
June an order was made suspending the 
import duty until December 31. 

The industry was making plans for in- 
creasing production and three projects, 
resulting in a fairly big expansion of out- 
put, would be completed at various dates 
beginning this summer and ending in 
1962. That, they hoped, would lead to 
the end of the suspension of the tariff. 

The Parliamentary Secretary said that 
Mr. Davies had produced no evidence of 
a monopoly or rings. He had taken care 
to have the matter investigated and the 
Iron and Steel Board had consulted the 
file of the Registrar of Restrictive 
Trading Agreements. No record could 
be found of any agreement between the 
rod makers and the Reinforcement 
Manufacturers’ Association which en- 
sured members of the Association pre- 
ferential treatment in rod supplies. It 
was the function of the Registrar to look 
into evidence that a registrable agree- 
ment, not registered, was in being. If 
Mr. Davies could produce evidence he 
(Mr. George) would pass it to the 
Registrar. 


Hospital Building 
Programme 


IN WHAT TRANSPIRED to be his eve-of- 
resignation speech, MR. DEREK WALKER- 
SMITH, Minister of Health, reviewed the 
hospital building programme when he 
replied to a debate on July 21 on the 
National Health Service. 

He pointed out that of late the pro- 
gramme had gathered pace and was now 
going forward in a satisfactory way on 
the erection of new hospitals and the 
extension and modernisation of existing 
ones. They had more than doubled the 
money available over the last five years 
for hospital building. By the beginning 
of 1960 they had 180 major hospital 
schemes at varying stages of building or 
planning. Eight new hospitals had been 
partly completed and partly brought into 
use. They had nine new hospitals 
started and 17 new hospitals at planning 
stage. 

But he asked members to believe that 


they were not content merely with spend- 
ing money and erecting more buildings. 
They were seeking to improve the design 
and quality of the buildings and to 
accelerate their procedures so as to 
quicken construction and ensure that the 
end-product was more in tune with con- 
temporary needs and medical skill. He 
had been concerned about administrative 
procedures in respect of approval, and so 
on, and they had set out to improve 
these. It would not be long before they 
were able to give the House more infor- 
mation about the improvement of 
procedures. 


Getting Value for Meney 


In the debate, LORD BALNIEL dealt at 
length with hospital building, warning the 
House not to be complacent about the 
present programme. They were spending 
less, in real terms, on new hospital build- 
ing than in 1939. If they insisted on yet 
more money being spent on hospitals, 
they had a duty not merely to cry out for 
more money but to examine the adminis- 
trative structure by which hospitals were 
built and to make certain they got the 
best value for money. 

He related in detail his experience as 
a member of a regional hospital board. 
His interest was in the building of the 
first post-war general hospital, the new 
Welwyn Garden City and Hatfield Hos- 
pital, a £2m. project which was given the 
highest priority in the country. He com- 
mented: ‘In spite of the prestige which 
attaches to the building of the first post- 
war hospital, in spite of the urgent needs 
of my constituents and the priority 
given to this project, never in my life 
have I seen in what after all amounts to 
a business operation—the building of a 
hospital — such  pettifogging, trivial, 
bureaucratic interference by the Ministry 
in the work of the board. An entire year 
passed because of a dispute and argu- 
ment about whether the boiler house of 
this £2m. project should be a few feet 
larger or smaller.” He feared this was 
typical of hospital building in many other 
parts of the country. 

By way of comparison, a friend who 
was staying with him was an architect 
from the United States. He was charged 
with the responsibility of building in 
Berlin a hospital over double the size of 
the hospital to which he had referred. A 
year ago all that existed was the willing- 
ness of the German and American 
authorities to build the hospital, and the 
land. A year ago his friend was asked to 
draw up from scratch the plans for this 
large hospital. It would be in complete 
commission within three years of his 
friend being asked to draw the first pre- 
liminary plans. If that could be done in 
Germany, why could not it be done here? 

He would prefer that, the Ministry 
having decided that a certain sum could 
be spent on a hospital, the regional hos- 
pital board should be left completely free, 
even for building hospitals of substantial 
size. 

If they were to leave greater control in 
the hands of the regional boards they 
would no doubt get much greater indi- 
viduality in the designs of hospitals-—and 
a very good thing too; but equally if they 
were to achieve a large hospital building 
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programme they must at the same time 
be prepared to accept some basic designs 
common to all the hospitals on the lines 
of the successful standardisation in the 
school building programme. 

The Ministry of Health had a hospital 
design unit and the Minister had recently 
appointed a Hertford man to take control 
of it. This unit, established in 1954, had 
so far produced only one publication. 
He hoped the appointment of a Hertford 
man would result in an acceleration of 
the work. He would like to see the day 
approaching when any regional board 
could turn to the Minister and have 
ready-made designs for out-patient 
departments and completely prepared 
designs for a ward or operating theatre, 
so that all the intricate planning of those 
details would be readily available without 
a moment's hesitation. 

In a somewhat similar vein, Mr. 
LAURENCE PAVITT referred to the cen- 
tralised information which the Ministry 
of Education had made available for the 
building of schools, but str OTHO PRIOR- 
PALMER Said he was scared stiff about all 
the hospitals going the same way. There 
was growing need for other types of hos- 
pitals as well as the orthodox. mrs. 
EVELINE HILL said that from her own 
knowledge she knew how one could wait 
for nearly six years for building schemes 
to be approved. There was too much 


to-ing and fro-ing, which all cost money. 


Council House Building 
and Interest Rates 


IN THE LAST EXCHANGE of questions which 
he answered as Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, MR. HEATHCOAT AMORY stated 
on July 26 that it was not possible to esti- 
mate the effect of the recent increase in 
Bank rate on future council house build- 
ing loans or programmes, since Bank rate 
had no direct link with the rate at which 
local authorities raised capital for hous- 
ing purposes either in the market or from 
the Public Works Loans Board. 

MR. F. ALLAUN Said that the latest 
increase in housing interest rates 
announced on July 15 was bound to 
reduce still further the council house 
building programme which since 1954 had 
already been cut by half. MR. AMORY 
said that the rates charged by the Public 
Works Loans Board were comparable 
with the rates charged in the market at 
the time any change was made. The most 
recent increase on these housing loans 
which were generally of 15 years or more, 
was one-eighth per cent. 

When MRS. JOYCE BUTLER observed that 
many local authorities would have to give 
up house building unless they had more 
assistance, MR. AMORY said the basic fact 
was that the demand for capital for many 
excellent projects greatly exceeded the 
reseurces available.

Motorways and London 
Traffic Problems 


THE COMMISSIONER of the Metropolitan 
Police in his report for 1959 to the Home 
Secretary, which was presented to Par- 
liament on July 27, refers to traffic prob- 
lems and states that in the near future 
they must anticipate a flood of traffic 
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coming into inner London off the new 
motorways which would have to be 
absorbed. 

He was disappointed that no practical 
steps had been taken to plan a first-class 
two-level inner ring road, to which he 
had referred last year as being a matter 
of the highest importance. He knew it 
was suggested that such a project would 
be prohibitively expensive and that as an 
alternative it would be better to forge 
fast urban throughways to the centre of 
the city. But there was only a restricted 
amount of space in the middle of London 
and unless its face was to be entirely 
changed, vehicles that had no business in 
the centre must be discouraged from 
entering. 

A member of the civil staff from the 


trafic planning department at New Scot- 
land Yard was undergoing a _ post- 
graduate course in highway engineering 
at Birmingham University. This officer 
would provide the nucleus of a small 
police liaison group able to undertake 
field work in conjunction with the new 
Traffic Engineering Department of the 
Ministry of Transport. 

Recalling that last year he had stressed 
the need for more modern section houses 
for single men and for new police 
stations and administrative buildings, the 
Commissioner states that a comprehen- 
sive review of all buildings had been 
made and a new programme planned and 
approved for which it was hoped that the 
programme of capital investment would 
soon provide. 


Flats or Multi-Storey Garages ? 


Appeal Against St. Marylebone Council Dismissed 


MR. ELWYN JONES, Qc, told London 
Sessions Appeals Committee on July 26 
that £35,000 had so far been spent on a 
site in London for the provision of 42 
residential flats, and yet St. Marylebone 
Council wished to acquire the site, knock 
down what had already been built, and 
put a multi-storey garage there instead. 

Mr. Jones was appearing for Howard 
de Walden Estates, Ltd., freeholders of 
the site, Tatice Property Co., Ltd., lessees 
of the major part and the Council and 
Committee of Queen’s College, whose 
premises face the site. 

All were appealing against the dis- 


missal of a complaint made in respect of 
a proposal by Marylebone Council to 
acquire land and premises in Harley- 
street, Mansfield-mews, and Queen Anne- 
street, and build a multi-storey garage 
there. 

‘Objections Disregarded’ 


MR. JONES Said that Marylebone Council 
gave notice in October of their proposal 
to acquire the site for the multi-storey 
parking garage, and disregarded 400 
objections sent in. 

He told Mr. R. E. Seaton, appeals com- 
mittee chairman, that it was for him to 
decide whether the council’s proposals 
were reasonable, and whether the site 
was suitable or not. ‘I submit that the 
power which is still vested in this court 
is a vital power for the protection of the 
rights of the individual and the lawful 
rights he enjoys in property or contract.’ 
The ‘ multifarious hunks’ of planning 
legislation which had gone through Par- 
liament had not eliminated the court's 
powers. 

Mr. Jones said it was becoming clear 
that Marylebone Council were not going 
to provide the garage, but to lease the 
land to some developer to do so. 

He said that the appearance of the flats, 
which were expected to be completed by 
the end of April, 1961, would be ‘ wholly 
faithful to the traditions of the Georgian 
quality of this area.’ 

Though Britain was often called the 
‘affluent society’ it could be called ‘ the 
spendthrift society’ if the flats were 
ultimately demolished. It would be 
absurd to pull them down. 


If the Council’s plan went through, 
Marylebone ratepayers would have to 
subsidise the project with nearly £37,000 
a year from the rates. Yet people bring- 
ing in cars from outside would benefit 
most as long-term parkers. 

MR. PETER EDWARD COOKE, senior archi- 
tectural assistant concerned with the 
erection of the flats, said in evidence that 
between a third and a half of the rein- 
forced concrete frame of the project was 
already completed. 

MR. STEPHEN H. STATHAM, FRIBA, who 
has had experience of the design of large 
multi-storey garages in Britain and 
abroad, said he thought that the pro- 
posed garage would probably be 
uneconomic and the site was unsuitable. 
Mr. Statham, who has office premises near 
Harley-street, said it would cost about 
£20,000 to demolish what had already 
been built. 

Doctors practising in Haurley-street 
needed constant access to their cars. In 
a multi-storey garage they could not be 
taken out easily. 

London County Council were most par- 
ticular about any proposed development 
in the doctors’ area of Harley-street and 
mainly wanted to keep it for medical, 
cultural and scientific institutions, MR. 
SEYMOUR H. MOORE, a surveyor, told the 
appeals committee when the hearing was 
resumed on July 27. 


Commerce Kept Out 


Applications by commercial bodies 
were usually turned down, said Mr. 
MOORE, who was called to give evidence 
by Mr. Elwyn Jones, QC. 

Mr. Moore, who is surveyor to Howard 
de Walden Estates, said that in Novem- 
ber, 1958, Marylebone Council asked if 
there was a suitable site available for 
garages. The council referred to the 
appeal site and he informed them it had 
been let on a rebuilding lease—part of 
the site had been a bombed one for some 
years—and the work on the building of a 
block of flats would start soon. 

Mr. Moore said that he had estimated 
that if the council won and built their 
garage, the cost of the garage and com- 
pensation to those who had built part of 
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the flats would amount to £660,000. 

MISS AGNES KYNASTON, Principal of 
Queen's College, Harley-street, said that 
the college was founded in 1848 and had 
about 240 girls, aged between 11 and 18. 
The garage would bring much more traffic 
into the street and would be a danger to 
the girls. 

The case for the appellants ended. 

CLLR. HERBERT HENRY SANDFORD, chair- 
man of the Council’s works committee, 
said the council considered it vital for 
a multi-storey garage or garages to be 
erected in the area. They had tried to 
combat the number of cars with parking 
meters and more were to be provided. 

In reply to Mr. Jones, Mr. Sandford 
agreed that the site was a most attractive 
residential one. Subject to everything 
being equal, it ought to be used for that 
purpose, but there was an overwhelming 
case for a garage. 

Mr. Sandford agreed that the council 
knew in March last year that contracts 
had been signed for the erection of the 
flats by Howard de Walden Estates and 
that building would commence. 

When the hearing resumed on July 28, 
MR. STANLEY G. PURKIS, borough engineer, 
of Marylebone Council, said daily about 
1,700 cars parked within a quarter of a 
mile of the site. It was expected that a 
multi-storey garage would hold between 
300 and more than 500 cars according to 
the manner in which they were stored. 


Judgment 


MR. R. E. SEATON. chairman of the 
Appeal Committee, dismissed the appeal 
when the court reassembled on July 29. 
In his judgment, Mr. Seaton said that 
Howard de Walden Estates and the 
Tatice Property Company would have to 
pay costs of £250 each. 

During the case, he said, he had been 
reminded of the position of his Appeal 
Court in cases of this sort and that it was 
his duty to protect citizens against the 
overacting of authority in relation to 
matters of this kind. ‘It is a position 
of which I certainly am deeply conscious.’ 

In Marylebone there was an extremely 
serious traffic problem and ‘ Harley-street 
and its adjoining streets are cluttered up 
with parked cars at the present moment.’ 
There was not the slightest doubt that as 
time had gone by, both the first two 
appellants had dug their toes in harder 
and harder to keep that land. 

Despite the fact that there was an 
intention by the Council to make a com- 
pulsory purchase order the appellants had 
started to erect 42 flats which had now 
reached first-storey level. Marylebone 
Council had said that they had set aside 
a sum for compensation to the developers 
of about £570,000. 

Mr. Seaton said he was satisfied that 
Marylebone Council has acted reason- 
ably. They had started to investigate 
with great tact and the borough engineer 
had made investigations with great care. 
In his view, the developers had started 
building the flats on their own responsi- 
bility and at their own peril. 

On the application of Mr. Jones, on 
behalf of the appellants, Mr. Seaton 
agreed to state a case with a view to 
further appeal on the question of law. 
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Success with Hardwood Floors 


Guidance for the Architect on Specifications, Laying and Use 


By a Correspondent 


THE PURPOSE of this article is to assist 
the architect and builder to obtain a 
better idea of the factors affecting the 
specification, laying and use of wood 
floors. It sometimes happens that a floor 
fails because the wrong timber was speci- 
fied for the traffic conditions which it was 
known would prevail in the building when 
it was occupied, or because an unstable 
timber had been used over electric or 
other under-floor heating. 

Very often when this occurs it is timber 
which is blamed for the trouble. It 
should be borne in mind that with the 
great number of species available today, 
the right timber can usually be obtained 
for any type of traffic or temperature and 
humidity. While the specification of the 
appropriate timber is of great importance, 
so also is the use of the correct floor 
finish and the regular maintenance of this 
finish. The life of a floor depends on the 
maintenance of a good surface. The wear 
should take place on this surface, which 
should be renewed before the actual tim- 
ber is reached. 

Hardwood floors fall into three cate- 
gories—namely, Wood Blocks, Strip 
Flooring and Parquet. Under this last 
category, it is proposed to deal also with 
Wood Mosaics and Panelled Floors. 

Wood Blocks 

Wood blocks are normally laid in hot 
pitch or cold bituminous emulsion adhe- 
sives on a sand and cement screed. The 
success of the finished floor is very largely 
dependent upon the levelness of the 
screed and on the conditions prevailing 
on the site at the time the floor is laid. 

A flooring contractor who manufactures 
his own blocks will kiln the timber to 
suit the temperature and humidity which 
will be expected to prevail in the build- 
ing when it is occupied. He will there- 
fore require the conditions on the site 
at the time of laying to be as close as 
possible to those which will prevail on 
occupation. He may, therefore, ask for 
the central heating to be in operation, 
even in the middle of the summer, in 
order to reduce the humidity in the 
building caused by the natural drying out 
of the wet work. In this connection, 
heating is useless unless there is also 
sufficient ventilation to disperse the damp- 
ness drawn out by the heat. 

Screeds should be hard and level, 
finished with a wood float. A semi-dry 
mix usually gives the best results. Water- 
proofers should not be used in either the 
screed or the concrete, but if they have 
been used, the flooring contractor should 
be notified to this effect. He should also 
be told if a light-weight aggregate has 
been used, as experience has proved that 
these materials take considerably longer 
to dry out than the normal concrete. 
Vermiculite has been known to retain 
moisture, although the screed had been 
laid for two months, and the heat had 
been on in the building for several weeks 
before wood blocks were laid. 


It appears to be a fallacy prevalent 
among builders that the wood block ad- 
hesive will level up hollow areas in an 
umeven screed. An extra thickness of 
adhesive may help temporarily, but after 
a very short time the blocks will sink to 
the screed and the surplus adhesive will 
ooze up between the blocks. 

Should the screed tend to be sandy, 
there will be difficulty in obtaining good 
adhesion, and any movement of the 
blocks due to seasonal changes in humi- 
dity will result in failure of the floor, since 
the surface of the screed will shear, leav- 
ing part adhering to the bottom of the 
blocks. There will then be no possibility 
of re-adhesion of the blocks. 

It is generally considered that three 
weeks is required for a normal lin. screed 
laid on dry concrete to dry out, but this 
time may have to be increased consider- 
ably under adverse weather conditions. 
This is particularly so during frosty or 
foggy weather. The site concrete will 
require at least three months to dry. 


Strip Flooring 

Strip flooring is secret nailed to joists 
or fillets or to a sub-floor as an overlay. 
The spacing of joists or fillets should not 
exceed 15 in. centres, and fillets should 
not be less than 1} in. thick. If a thinner 
fillet is used, there is a danger of the nail 
hitting the concrete, preventing it from 
being driven home fully. 

Whenever possible, the space between 
the fillets should be filled flush with the 
top of the fillets, thus removing a gap 
under the flooring which it is virtually 
impossible to ventilate. 

Where this is not possible and fillets 
are fixed on the concrete, leaving a cavity 
between the concrete and the floor, it is 
advisable that either the surface of the 
concrete should receive a coating of a 
damp-proof material, or that a water- 
proof felt should be laid over the fillets 
to prevent condensation affecting the 
underside of the flooring. 

Where joists are laid on sleeper walls, 
adequate ventilation of the cavity is 
essential. Unventilated pockets should 
be avoided at all costs. These most 
commonly occur in the corners of build- 
ings. Draughts will not go round corners, 
and if the first air brick is too far away 
from the end wall, that end of the build- 
ing will get no ventilation. Where it is 
impossible to obtain through ventilation 
owing to the presence of areas of solid 
flooring adjoining one side of the build- 
ing, it is advisable to ventilate into the 
room through either a box skirting or 
grilles in the floor. It is an advantage if 
these grilles can be placed under radi- 
ators, which will help to draw the air 
through. 

It is normal practice to lay strip floor- 
ing in the direction of the longest length 
of the room. Exceptions to this practice 
are gymnasia, where the flooring runs 
across the area, and ballrooms, where 
flooring is often laid ‘dance with the 
grain,’ having either 4 mitres or 8 mitres 
(spider web). Where strip flooring is 


required to carry very heavy loads, it may 
be laid diagonally across a softwood sub- 
floor. 

Hardwood strip flooring is usually 
*‘ ends-matched ’—i.e., the heading joints 
are tongued and grooved and will not 
necessarily come on a joist. These head- 
ing joints should be well spaced apart, 
and in any case, should not be closer than 
6in. apart in any direction. A heavy duty 
floor should be specified as ‘ splay-cut to 
joists.’ This will entail an increase in the 
waste made, and thus in the cost of the 
floor, but will ensure that there are no 
weak points at heading joints. 


Parquet 

Parquet is a thin overlay floor glued 
and pinned to an existing sub-floor. It may 
be in strip or in batten form, or may be 
made up in very intricate patterns. 
Owing to the likelihood of movement of 
the sub-floor after the parquet is laid, 
it is advisable to fix an underlay of hard- 
board or plywood between the sub-floor 
and the parquet. This underlay should 
be laid diagonally to the sub-floor to 
eliminate the possibility of a joint in the 
underlay coinciding with one in the sub 
floor. 

It is absolutely essential to ensure that 
there is good ventilation beneath a sub- 
floor to which parquet is to be applied, 
in order to avoid the risk of dry rot 
affecting the joists or boards. 

If a new heating system is being in- 
stalled in an old house, it is advisable to 
delay the installation of any form of 
overlay flooring until the heating has been 
in operation for some months, in order 
to allow the boards to settle down to the 
new temperature and humidity before 
laying the overlay. 

Wood mosaics are usually made up in 
panels, 18 in. square, formed of 44 in. 
squares basket pattern, faced or backed 
with paper, felt or aluminium according 
to the manufacturer. These mosaics can 
be laid on either a sand and cement 
screed or as an overlay on an existing 
floor. The adhesive is applied with a 
serrated-edged trowel in much the same 
way as for linoleum or thermoplastic tiles. 
When laid on a screed, the same condi- 
tions should apply as for the laying of 
wood blocks. 

Panelled floors are usually made up in 
intricate patterns either in the solid or 
in the form of parquet battens on a cen- 
tral core of ply or blockboard. If the 
latter, the panels should be double-sided 
to prevent warping. The panels are nor- 
mally grooved all round and are joined 
with a loose tongue, being nailed to a 
sub-floor secretly through the groove. 
Being expensive to produce, they are 
asually only used in very high-class work, 
such as banqueting halls. 


Under-Floor and Ceiling Heating 


The use of under-floor heating raises 
problems due to the high temperatures to 
which the floors are subjected. When 
the heat is turned on, the floor surface 
temperature will be in the region of 75°F 
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while that of the screed may be 90°F or 
more. At this time the moisture content 
of the blocks will be as low as 7-8 per 
cent. When the heat is turned off during 
the summer, the moisture content will 
tend to rise to about 10 per cent. It is 
therefore obvious that to reduce the 
amount of movement in the blocks, only 
the most stable timbers should be used. 

Where screeds are laid over under- 
floor heating, it is of the utmost impor- 
tance that the screed should be given 
ample time to cure. The use of polythene 
sheeting over the screed will slow down 
drying and so improve the chemical reac- 
tion between the cement and sand, result- 
ing in a harder screed. 

An adequate damp-proof membrane 
should be laid with the site concrete. 

The heating should never be used to 


speed the drying of the screed. Such an 
action would tend to cause the screed to 
‘blow’ from the concrete and weaken the 
sand and cement reaction, causing a soft 
and sandy surface. Since the blocks will 
be dried to a lower moisture content than 
usual and will tend to swell when the heat 
is turned off, good adhesion between the 
blocks and screed is very clearly of the 
utmost importance. 

Ceiling heating should be treated in 
all respects as under-floor heating to the 
floor above, as it is only a matter of time 
before the heat will penetrate the struc- 
tural floor and affect the flooring. 

Under-floor and ceiling heating instal- 
lations must be in operation well before 
the laying of wood floors and should be 
kept in operation until after occupation 
of the building. It is usually considered 


Post Office Modernisation 
An Ambitious ‘New Look' Programme 


MODERNISATION PLANS for some 2,000 Post 
Office premises were announced by the 
Assistant Postmaster General, Miss 
Mervyn Pike, MP, on July 28. The pro- 
gramme, which will begin during the 
early part of 1961 and take seven to 
eight years to compiete, will cost slightly 
more than £2m. to be allocated at the 
rate of £300,000 per year. The average 
cost of each conversion will be £2,000. 

In order to undertake a certain amount 
of research and to decide the best method 
of tackling the problem, both as regards 
design and materials to be used, the Post- 
master General (who was Mr. Marples 
when the scheme was originally devised) 
commissioned four architects to re-design 
and modernise six of the older offices. 
South Molton-street, W1, is the first to 
be completed. It has been designed by 
Sir Hugh Casson, FRIBA, and Professor 
Misha Black, MSIA, who are also jointly 
concerned with two others, at Knights- 
bridge and New Bridge-street, EC4. Three 
offices, at Manchester, Leeds and Liver- 
pool, are to be modernised as prototypes 
for the North of England by Mr. W. 
Stevenson, Principal of the Liverpool Col- 
lege of Art, and Mr. F. J. M. Ormrod, 
FRIBA, a Liverpool architect and plan- 
ning consultant. 

The designers of the South Molton- 
street office stated that since the GPO is 
associated with reliability and speed, 
these aims should be reflected in the 
design of every Post Office. They could 
best be expressed in clarity of planning, 
simplicity, neatness of detail, clearness 
of colour, and standardisation of equip- 
ment and furniture. In the interests of 
economy and in order that the Post 
Office should be instantly recognisable, 
standardisation of exterior elements has 
been concentrated on the entrance doors; 
the transome bar carrying lighting and 
lettering; the central dispensing unit 
carrying automatic machines, posting 
boxes and notices; a suspended clock; 
and an internally lighted sign. 

Materials, chosen for their durability, 
smartness, and easy maintenance have 
been prefabricated in satin finished alu-

minium. Other colours used, which have 
been suggested as standard, are white and 
scarlet for lettering and signs. 

No structural alterations are envisaged 
throughout the whole programme, but at 
South Molton-street the existing clumsy 
ground floor windows were replaced by 
standard aluminium units. In the pub- 
lic areas new aluminium and glass swing 
doors with push rails in black laminated 
plastic sheeting have been fitted. Other 
features include flooring in marbled dark 
grey-green linoleum; a false ceiling sus- 
pended below the beams, consisting of 
perforated metal sections painted white, 
filled with sound absorbent material and 
containing recessed lights; and telephone 
boxes lined with white plastic sheeting. 
The back offices are separated from the 
public area by a glazed metal-framed 
screen. 

The all-important counter is surfaced 
with black and light-grey linoleum with 
edges in fine aluminium bead. The old- 
type counter grill has been dispensed with 
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that the heat should be turned on at 
least three weeks before laying is started, 
during which time the initial build-up of 
heat can take place. The full temperature 
should be maintained for at least one 
week before the floors are laid. 


Floor Maintenance 


The life of a hardwood floor will de- 
pend to a great extent upon the care with 
which it is treated after laying. A vast 
number of products have been manufac- 
tured for the treatment and maintenance 
of floors and the right material can be 
chosen, bearing in mind the nature of the 
traffic to which the floor will be subjected, 
and also the time and the labour force 
available to carry out the work. The 
flooring contractor will always be ready 
to advise on the most suitable material.

Educational Building 


Ministry Report Reveals British 
Achievement 

AS FAR AS EDUCATIONAL BUILDING is con- 
cerned, the ‘battle of the bulge’ has been 
won, says the Ministry of Education's 
annual report* published on July 26. 
During the last ten years ‘ we have built 
more new schools more quickly than ever 
before in our history.’ 

In 1949 it was estimated that at least 
2m. new school places would be needed 
by 1961, states the report. But it was 
not long before the estimate had to be 
put even higher. An enlarged housing 
programme, new towns and new com- 
munities brought an even _ stronger 
demand. In fact, by the end of last year 
the overall stock of school places had 
been increased by 2,600,000. 

Today, the new school buildings 
dominate the local landscape. The fact 
that they are only half as expensive in 
real terms as they were in 1949 is a major 
achievement in itself. In 1949, the cost- 
per-place of primary schools was about 
£190, and of secondary schools about 
£320. Today, the same schools would 
cost about £330, and £550 per place 
respectively;. in fact, average costs-per- 
place in 1959 were £148 for primary and 
£259 for secondary. 

Just on 475 new schools were occupied 
last year. Together with extensions to 
existing premises they provided about 
246,000 new places. Schools now under 
construction will provide another 203,000.

ECE Committee Meets in Geneva

Nations Economic Commission for 
Europe (ECE) held its twentieth session 
in Geneva from June 8 to 10. The items 
discussed included government policies 
and the cost of building; European hous- 
ing trends and policies in 1959 and the 
European housing situation as a whole;

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The Ghana National Assembly 


New Interior by British Des gners 


GHANA became, on July 1, a Republic 
within the Commonwealth. The first sit- 
ting of the new parliament took place 
on July 4 in the newly designed and fur- 
nished Chamber of the National Assem- 
bly at Parliament House, Accra. 

The new Republican Constitution 
necessitated the complete re-orientation 
of the interior of the existing National 
Assembly. To this end the Ghana 
Ministry of Works commissioned the 
British firms of Catesbys Contracts and 
Export Ltd. and I.D.C. Furniture and 
Joinery Ltd. to carry out the necessary 
alterations, Control of design, manufac- 
ture and installation was handled by 
Catesbys. The Ministry by necessity im- 
posed a time limit of two and a half 
months. 

The layout had to give expression to 
the new constitution, for which there 
were no precedents. The members will 
sit in three horseshoe rows of seats up- 
holstered in grey English hide facing the 
counsel area. This is raised 4 in. above 
the members’ part of the chamber, and 
here sits the Speaker flanked by the legal 
advisors and the Sergeant-at-Arms. Be- 
fore the Speaker and below him is the 
clerks’ desk and the mace. Figured 
mahogany is the main timber used and 
in the members’ area the colour scheme 
is Ionian blue carpet, grey hide and 
silver metal work. In the counsel 
section the colours are black and gold. 

A special feature is decoration by Kofi 


Antubam, the Ghanaian sculptor. On 
the face of the clerks’ desk he has carved 
a wood panel; the desk also carries a hide 
panel embossed with Ghanaian symbols 
for such qualities as order, justice and 
freedom. Flanking the platform are full- 
size carvings by Antubam in Odum wood 
depicting the ‘ Birth of the Nation.’

The Bar of the House is also deco- 
rated with panels of hide embossed with 
Ghanaian symbols in silver. For cere- 
monial occasions the Bar can be sepa- 
rated into two sections for the passage 
of processions. A large section of the

members have been installed and there 
is special closed-circuit communication 
between the clerk and the Speaker.

Factory Building in Australia 


Architect's Advice to British Investors 


SOME advice to prospective British inves- 
tors on how to set about building a factory 
in Australia is given by MR. D. GRAEME 
LUMSDEN, a Melbourne architect, in an 
article on this subject under the title of 
‘Too Old at Twenty’ in the May number 
of ‘ News from Melbourne,’ issued by the 
Victoria Promotion Committee, 47 Princes 
Gate, London, SW7. Following are ex- 
tracts from the article: 

One of the first major problems facing 
the would-be oversea investor is the 
nature and design of his proposed factory. 
Should he, as far as practicable, duplicate 
design of the British plant; should he 
compromise by taking into account local 
conditions such as climate and availability 
of material; should he employ a local or 
his own architect; and, finally, how much 
will it all cost? 

During a recent visit to Britain, I was 
privileged to see over many impressive 
industrial plants. Often I have amazed, 
and perhaps wounded, my host's feelings 
by the remark: ‘It is a very fine factory 
but it is built to last far too long.’ That 
paradox I believe to be truth. With ever- 
changing production techniques, with new 
labour-saving machinery, many of today’s 
factories will be obsolete in 20 years; but, 


unless they have been specially designed 
for flexibility and adaptation to changing 
conditions, modernisation will prove both 
difficult and costly. 

If this be true in Britain, how much 
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more valid it is in Australia, where entire- 
ly new industries are being established. 

Factory design, however, is only the 
first hurdle for the oversea investor. The 
second problem is, who will design it? 
Advice will not be lacking. With indus- 
trial expansion in Victoria at an unprece- 
dented rate, there has been a mushroom 
growth of building advisers, specialists 
and consultants, all clamorous and, for 
the most part, dubiously qualified. There 
is not space here to discuss the pitfalls 
confronting the would-be factory owner, 
both in the form of shoddy construction 
and inflated prices, if he listens to the 
blandishments of so-called engineers, 
industrial designers or contractors offer- 
ing a ‘ packaged deal.’ 

Experience has shown that the most 
efficient method is to commission a 
reputable local architect, bringing him 
initially to England for briefing. There he 
can glean the background of the industry, 
interpret the industrialist’s thoughts, and 
obtain approval of initial planning before 
returning to proceed with advanced pre- 
paration of documents. He can then be 
delegated with full responsibility for the 
whole project. 

All-in-all, building a new factory in 
Australia is no less complicated than in 
Britain. With constant co-operation from 
a qualified man on-the-spot it can, how- 
ever, be accomplished as efficiently in 
Melbourne as in Manchester. 





Financing Overseas Contracts

Mr. David Roberts, formerly Per- 
manent Secretary to the Ministry of Trade 
and Industry in Kaduna, has taken up the 
duties of the post. 

Mr. Roberts's function, in co-operation 
with the Economic Secretary for the 
Federation at Nigeria House, will be to 
contact UK managements willing to set up 
industries in Northern Nigeria. 
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manufacturer into a finance broker. for 
which he was ill-equipped.

Manufacturers and contractors must 
press for the divorce of project finance 
from contractors and urge on the Govern- 
ment and banking houses the necessity of 
exporting finance on sufficiently long 
terms to meet the requirements of worth- 
while overseas capital projects, and to 
legislate for a considerable measure of 
local works being included in the credit 
for under-developed countries where little 
or no local capital could be raised. 


Industries based on available raw 
materials are among those the Govern- 
ment would like to encourage. There is 
also considerable scope for fibreboard 
products, prefabricated windows and 
doors, paints and plastic hcusehold goods 
and tubing. 


Housing Staff in East Africa 


THE PROTECTORATE OF UGANDA are becom 
ing increasingly concerned about the 
shortage of staff in their African Housing 
Department. Difficulty in obtaining com 
petent staff in the clerical grades is one 
problem and it seems virtually impossible 
to recruit draughtsmen at the standard 
Government rates of pay. The Housing 
Department's report for the period ending 
June 30 states that despite the estate 
Management training courses, the expand- 
ing needs of the Department were not 
being fully met and a serious Staffing 
situation threatened. 


Building Materials: Western Nigeria 


THE GOVERNMENT Of Western Nigeria is 
investigating the possibility of making 
cheaper and stronger building blocks 
from local materials to build standard 
houses in the region. By means of a small 
portable machine, manufactured by the 
Ibec Housing Corporation of South 
America, blocks can be made from 
ordinary earth or from moistened rubble 
obtained from demolished mud houses 
with an added small proportion of 
cement. The machine, which is called the 
*‘Cinva-Ram’ block press, is being 
demonstrated and tested at the instiga 
tion of the Government.

River Esk Viaduct 

THE superstructure of the River Esk via- 
duct, which is situated between Floriston 
and Gretna Junction approximately 64 
miles north of Carlisle is to be replaced. 
The present structure is over 350 yards 
long, has 30 flood openings of about 21 ft. 
each, seven river spans of about 40 ft. 
each and consists mainly of longitudinal 
Steel girders with a timber floor supported 
by sandstone piers. 

The new structure will consist of 37 
spans varying from 25 ft. for the land 
flood spans to 30 ft. for the river spans. 
The foundations to the new structure will 
consist of 19 in. diameter reinforced con- 
crete bored piles constructed in bents of 
twelve and spaced at 4 ft. centres. 

Except for the construction of the 
bored piles by the Cementation Company, 
Limited, and the supply of the precast 
prestressed ‘Tee beams’ by Richard 
Costain, Ltd., all the work will be carried 
out by railway staff. The whole of the 
work is being executed under the direc- 
tion of Mr. A. N. Butland, Chief Civil 
Engineer, London Midland Region. 


Building Course Certificate 


4 COMMON syllabus has been approved for 
the course leading to the ordinary 
national certificate in building which is 
provided in the central institutions and 
further education centres in Scotland. 

The syllabus, to be introduced next ses- 
sion, is based on the three main subjects 
of building construction, building science, 
and mathematics. The emphasis is on 
new methods of construction, though the 
traditional Scottish methods of building 
have not been neglected. 

The course is available in more than 
half of the education authority areas in 
Scotland. It normally extends over three 
years and can be taken either by part- 
time day or evening study. It is suitable 
for students who have had full-time edu- 
cation up to the age of about 16 years. 


University Development 

BUILDING OF the new Hall of Residence 
for Glasgow University students on the 
100-acre parkland site at Garscube Estate 
is expected to begin within 12 months. 
It will cost £225,000, and will house 150 
students, six tutors, a warden and purser, 
and domestic staff. The building, of brick 
construction, will have four wings, three 
forming the student accommodation and 
the fourth being used for administrative 
purposes. 

The architects, Grenfell Baines and 
Hargreaves, of Preston, Lancashire, have 
produced a scheme which retains the 
parkland in the very heart of the build- 
ing. This they accomplished by forming 
three courtyards, each bounded on three 
sides by the wings and centre piece of 
the building. The fourth courtyard is 
an entrance courtyard which will be domi- 
nated by a 50 feet copper-coloured spire.
